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EARLY POTTERS

Old Blue Staffordshire ware 
and Wedgwood 

Among the pioneer potters you will 
find the names of Wood, Clews, Ridg- 
way, Wedgwood, Stevenson, and May- 
ers. The most popular china in 
America from about 1800 to 1850 came 
from the Staffordshire district in Eng- 
land. 


Enoch Wood 


The firm of Enoch Wood was the 
first to develop the American market 
for printed earthenware. English art- 
ists sketched American scenes and 
many of the scenes on the old plates 
and platters are all of the evidence we 
have of how the old buildings and 
places actually looked. The patterns 
were printed on thick, strong, coarse 
earthenware. The transfer printing 
process is rather interesting in that 
the designs were engraved on copper 
plates and printed on tissue paper 
with a preparation of color mixed with 
oil. This was transferred from the 
paper to the ware while wet and a 
slight creasing or folding of the damp 
paper, or a pulling or slipping, pro- 
duced imperfections in the pattern on 
a considerable proportion of these 
pieces. On examination of a piece, one 
finds that the color is not always 
uniform. 


Nearly every potter used his own 


distinctive pattern in the border de- 
sign and made use of American por- 
traits, views, and historical subjects. 
Although various colors were em- 
ployed, brown, pink, green, etc., dark 
blue was used almost exclusively up 
to about 1830, because it was not 
expensive to use, it made the pattern 
stand out strongly, disguised blem- 
ishes, and could be fired at high 
temperatures. 

Enoch Wood’s favorite border was a 
sea-shell pattern, and much of his 
work is in a blue to dark to be clear. 
His designs included over 40 American 
views. Most of his dishes bear the 
name of his firm on the back, or the 
imprint “wood” printed small. Again 
the name, plus “Burslem, Warranted 
Semi-China” surrounds an eagle. 


John Ridgway 

John Ridgway established a pottery 
in 1794 and produced some of the most 
delightful of the old blue Staffordshire 
patterns. In 1817 the business became 
known as J. & W. Ridgway and among 
their products was a series of 20 or 
more views of buildings of “Beauties 
of America”. The printing was finely 
done, and the blue was clear. The 
border design was a regular pattern 
of rose-leaf medallion. Their mark was 
a medallion with the subject of the 
picture in the middle, and J. & W.

James & Ralph Clews 


James & Ralph Clews were perhaps 
the most famous of the Staffordshire 
potters. Their ware was chiefly in a 
dark blue, not quite as deep as Woods 
and their patterns included the 
“States” plates and platters. In the 
center was a small scene supported on 
either side by figures representing 
Justice and Liberty; the former hold- 
ing a medallion of Washington and 
the border consisting of festoons bear- 
ing the names of fifteen States. They 
also made a series of “American 
Views” in dark blue and other colors. 
Their mark shows a crown within a 
circle with lettering, “Clews-War- 
ranted Staffordshire”. 


Wedgwood 


Josiah Wedgwood came from a fam- 
ily of potters. He was born in Burslem, 
Staffordshire-England. The beautiful 
pottery made by Wedgwood is divided 
into four classes: (1) Cream colored or 
Queen’s War ware (2) Black Basalt (3) 
Variegated and terro-cotta ware (4) 
Jasper ware. Of this group, Basalt and 
Jasper are best known. 


The cream colored or Queen’s ware 
was very light and durable. Several 
tones and hues were employed, rang- 
ing from pale cream to deep straw. In 
the beginning it was plain, later, 
decorated with colored lines, flowers, 
ete. in blue, red, green, black, and 
brown. The color was painted on by 
hand, at first merely on the surface 
and later it was burned in. 


The Black Basalt ware is smooth 
and velvety in appearance and never 
shows waviness or crazing. The finest 
basalt is found in vases, which at first 
were plain, smooth black following 
which they were ornamented with 
flutings borders, festoons, etc., in 
black relief. The handles were often 
in the form of masks, goats’ heads, 
satyrs, etc. 

The variegated ware manufactured 
by Wedgwood is most interesting. 
Agate effects were produced by differ- 
ent colored clays and cream colored 
earthenware was colored on the sur- 
face and glazed to represent granite. 

Jasper ware was Wedgwood’s own 
invention. It was made of a porcelain 
capable of receiving color throughout 
its whole substance. Although many 
colors were used, the light blue was 
the most popular. White was generally 
used in relief on one of these colors. 
Among the many articles made in 
Jasper ware were, tea and coffee sets, 
cream pitchers, medallions, and 
cameos. Wedgwood made 50 copies 
of the famous antique vase owned by 
the Duke of Portland. These were in 
black and blue with white relief. 

The two methods employed in the 
coloring of jasper ware included color- 
ing throughout and coloring simply 
the surface by dipping. The majority 
of this ware however is_ colored 
throughout. 

Some of Wedgwood’s most decora- 
tive work was done in cameos. There 
were medallions, miniature portraits, 
intaglios, etc., in black basalt. The in- 
vention of the jasper body enabled 
Wedgwood to produce white cameo 
reliefs on colored ground. The relief 
was molded separately, and so care- 
fully applied, that these cameos are

NEW HAVEN SHOW GOOD 


Blue skies and a continuously beau- 
tiful landscape accompanied us on our 
flight from Taneytown to New Haven, 
Connecticut where we were scheduled 
to attend the 8th New Haven An- 
tiques Show. As we slid down over the 
Hudson River, Westchester, Stratford, 
and Bridgeport for our landing at the 
beautiful New Haven Municipal Air- 
port, we wondered what the thoughts 
and impressions of these people might 
have been a hundred years ago if they 
could have seen all the beautiful 
sights of America which we were 
gazing upon then. Could they have 
believed their eyes? We doubt it. 

Taxiing into New Haven took us 
through pretty residential sections, all 
white and green and trim; past mod- 
ern stores on wide business streets and 
fronting on what the residents call 
the “Green”; and further on, Yale 
University with its many gracious 
buildings and archways only a scant 
few blocks from the Arena where the 
Antiques Show was being held. 


Our first glance of the show was 
gratifying. The dealers booths were 
well planned and contained many fine 
items to delight the eyes of the col- 
lectors. Like all other shows of this 
type, there were so many wonderful 
objects displayed that it would take 
a year, truly, to try and describe thern. 
An extremely interesting exhibit of a 
complete barber shop of the middle 
1800’s, which emphasized a “before” 
and “after” display of antique barber 
chairs, left us amazed to see how old 
furniture could be restored to such 
loveliness. Meandering through the 
aisles and booths and eyeing a vase 
here and a highboy there, we were 
half glad and half sorry we had left 
our check book at home—Sorry be- 
cause there were some things we 
would liked to have had, and glad 


because we couldn’t have resisted the 
temptation to buy. 

Setting our Spinning Wheel booth 
“to rights’, we found that our back- 
ground piece had been left behind, 
but luckily, our old friend Sam Yeag- 
ley in the booth next door let us use 
a Paisley Shawl as a back drop. An 
unusual item in his display, an 1800 
whale oil lamp, resembling a frying 
pan with seventeen places to hold 
wicks, attracted a great deal of at- 
tention and prompted hundreds of in- 
qguiries as to its identity. 

We estimated that a good round 
number of about 2,500 people visited 
the booths of the hundreds or more 
dealers the first day. We were told by 
Mr. Cottler, the manager, that this 
show’s attendance surpassed that of 
the previous year. Looking and price- 
asking was overly prevalent with little 
actual buying the first two days, but 
as the cautious New Englanders be- 
came convinced of the values of the 
items displayed, purchases picked up 
to their normal trend the latter part 
of the show. 


Of particular note was the overall 
planning of the individual booths and 
exhibits, with good advertising effect 
being achieved by proper use of spac- 
ing and color. Several furniture ex- 
hibits were rather outstanding in this 
category, and we noticed several 
checks of rather large amounts being 
written by their visitors. We finally 
broke down and bought some old 
small silver buttons for a ‘pittance’ 
and later obtained a small Sterling 
Silver pill box for our Editor who has 
started collecting them. 

All in all, we think the show was 
beneficial to dealers and patrons alike. 
It was not personified by the razzel- 
dazzel, easy come, easy go spending

$1.50 Years Ago 
— $220 in 1947 


The largest auction sale ever to be 
experienced by Frederick County, 
Maryland, residents was held on 
Thursday, April 24th. It was the per- 
sonal property of Michael J. and 
Bertha M. Wiener, both of whom had 
passed away a few weeks apart dur- 
ing last winter. 


This auction was so widely pub- 
licized that for weeks in advance 
dealers and collectors alike from sur- 
rounding states were agog with ex- 
citement over the many fine antiques 
that were to be offered. Some of the 
items to be offered were rare and out- 
standing specimens of Maryland’s 
finest antiques. 

A John Fessler grandfather’s clock 
in a walnut case brought $700; a 
Hepplewhite mahogany swell front 
solid end chest of drawers with fan 
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inlay in drawers, large inlay in each 
end, and inlay skirting, $590; mis- 
cellaneous chests, in excess of $200 
each and a Sheraton mahogany drop- 
leaf table was bid up to $320. 


The astounding, but true story that 
met ears of eager buyers at the sale 
was the story of a Hepplewhite high 
wing back chair. Miss Wiener had 
purchased this chair 35 years back for 
$1.50 and had it restored for her home. 
It brought $220 at the sale. It was 
originally from the Montgomery 
estate on the Merryland Tract and the 
majority of the furniture sold claimed 
a solid background of Maryland an- 
cestry. 


Other prices noted particularly were 
$37 for a pair of Bisque figurines; $40 
each for a set of 6 fine matched wal- 
nut dining room chairs with leather 
seats; $90 for a lady’s desk; and $105 
for an unidentified oil painting be- 
lieved to be a family portrait.

A MESSAGE TO OUR READERS 


On Monthly Mailing Procedure 


For the benefit of our many readers 
who feel that their monthly copies 
arrive late, we would like to again 
outline how the mailing is handled 
each month. 


“The Spinning Wheel” comes off the 
press on the 8th or 9th day of the 
month of issue. Occasionally it is a 
day or two later, but this is due to 
conditions beyond anyone’s control. 
We do feel that every subscriber 
should receive their monthly copies by 
the 20th of the month of issue unless 
some unforseen delay occurs. It might 
be wise to point out at this time, that 
merely because a monthly copy is re- 
ceived on the 20th of the month of 
issue, there is no reason for a reader 
to feel that its contents are ‘stale’. 
“The Spinning Wheel” is unlike other 
publications in that the (example); 
May issue is published in May, June 
in June, etc., instead of on the first 
day of the month of issue. The main 
reason for this policy is our unprece- 
dented short lapse of time between 
advertising deadline day and publica- 
tion date. There are only five short 
days between the advertising deadline 
and the time that “The Spinning 
Wheel” goes to press; five days later 
it is mailed. 


Mailing is not begun until all copies 
are off the press. Tying in with the 
above dates, all copies are addressed, 
wrapped, etc., by two shifts of em- 
ployees working 12 hours each. Mail- 
ing is begun on the 8th or 9th and is 
completed within a period of two days. 
All copies are in the mails within this 
two day period. 


System of Addressing 

Our system of addressing is arranged 
alphabetically by STATE, and alpha- 
betically by TOWN within the State. 
Air Mail and First Class subscriptions 
have priority and are mailed first. 
Next comes regular mail (2nd class) 
subscriptions. These are mailed in 
order of zones throughout the United 
States; the most distant zone (No. 8) 
preceding in order of distance, the 
zones closest to point of publication 
(Taneytown). Zone No. 1, within a 
150 miles radius of Taneytown com- 


pletes the mailing. Again we ask you 
to keep in mind that all mailing is 
done within a 2 day period. 


Reasons For Delay 


Reasons for delay or non-delivery 
in receiving your copy are as follows: 

(1) Some subscribers fail to give 
full and correct mailing address when 
entering their subscription. 

(2) Failure of Subscriber to notify 
our Subscription Department in ad- 
vance of a change of address—A very 
important feature in insuring the 
regular delivery of your monthly copy. 

(3) With due respect to the postal 
authorities, we have discovered after 
a personal investigation, that some 
postmasters fail to open and distribute 
copies in their respective post offices. 
This will cause one subscriber in a 
town to receive not only their copy, 





but also copies that belong to other 
subscribers in that town. For Example: 
We have 10 subscribers in Jones, Mis- 


souri (fictitious). The postal depart- 
ment requires, upon mailing of these 
copies, that all ten be wrapped to- 
gether with the name of one sub- 
scriber showing so that enroute it is 
plain that the package goes to Jones, 
Missouri. The wrapper around these 
copies is plainly marked “POST- 
MASTER, PLEASE OPEN FOR DISTRI- 
BUTION” but, some harried.and hur- 
ried postmasters disregard this notice 
and sends all ten copies to the sub- 
scriber whose name is showing on 
the top of the group. He never opens 
and distributes the package as he is 
requested to do and therefore there 
are 9 people in Jones, Missouri who 
receive no copy. 


We ask our readers who continu- 
ously say that they have not been 
receiving “The Spinning Wheel’, to 
contact their local postmaster for fur- 
ther investigation after they feel cer- 
tain that we have their name and 


addresses entered correctly in our files. 





ON THE RETURN OF MERCHANDISE 


On the part of our advertisers, we 
earnestly request that the buyer re- 
frain from returning any item bought 
through mail until they have asked 
permission from, and stated their 
reason to the person from whom the 
item was purchased. We are wont to 
believe that some buyers have noth- 
ing better to do than to order mer- 
chandise with no idea at all of keep- 
ing it and with the expectation of 
immediately returning the goods and 
asking for a refund. Of course this is 
not so in all cases, but there are some 
that have been a burden to dealers 
of late. 

An incident was cited to us recently 
by a dealer in the middle west. A 
lady in the East had seen his adver- 
tisement of a candle stand, and im- 
mediately sent her check for it. The 
item was more than fully and accur- 
ately described and there could have 
been no question as to its structure, 
size, wood, etc., BUT she returned it 
to the seller, collect, asked for a re- 
fund and also for the amount of 
express she had paid for its delivery 
to her, at the same time, and in no 
uncertain terms, advising the dealer 
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that he didn’t know his business, was 
a gyp, ete. 

He came to us with his problem, 
stating that he was very busy, could 
see no fair reason for her complaint, 
and asking for advice on how to 
handle such transactions if they 
should reoccur. We feel that it is of 
interest to all of our readers, but can 
only ask those who buy through mail 
order, to ascertain, before sending a 
check for merchandise, whether the 
description of the item is sufficient for 
them to buy with confidence and 
without doubt as to its size, shape, 
appearance, or authenticity upon ar- 
rival. If you do not feel sure, write to 
the advertiser for more detail. They 
are usually very happy to furnish it, 
and both the buyer’s and the seller’s 
valuable time is saved in the long run. 

There are rare cases when items 
must be returned, legitimate cases of 
which the seller is more than anxious 
to satisfy his customer by accepting 
the return; but, returns can be 
avoided if pre-purchase care is taken 
in “KNOWING WHAT YOU ARE BUY- 
ING” or “FINDING OUT BEFORE YOU 
BUY”.
